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Gould’s Proposal 


Representative Gould of New ^ <>rk introduced in the 
House of Congress on Thursday a bill calling for an i n v e st i ­ 
gation by the federal authorities, as to t h e rumored con­ 
trol and price of food products. 


In presenting his hill Representative Gould recited 
that the decline, in prices, of farm products had excited the 
fear of the farming population and was leading or might 
lead, many farmers into hastily indorsing a plan of asso­ 
ciation, announcedlv, intended as 
a protection against 
loss, but, in reality, operating to reduce production. 
W e do not know Representative Gould and we do not 
know his more intimate political or business affiliations, 
we know of no personal political or business alignments 
which might warrant a suspicion that lie was prejudiced, 
in taking the action he did, or that he represented those 
who had a selfish interest to serve and neither do we know 
that he is entirely free from any 
entangling 
alliances 
Which might, in a measure, direct his conduct. 
We do know, however, that, no matter what the mov­ 
ing cause behind Representative (iould may be, he is af 
hiding to a well founded fear—a fear which may give us 
all some considerable concern—the threat of a concerted 
action to reduce production. 
The farmers, like all the rest of us, are having financia 
difficulties right now, but they, like all the rest of us, must 
Mcarry on.” 
\\ e, here in an agricultural community, can appre­ 
ciate the difficulties of the farmer. 
\\ e must appreciate 
them 
they effect us all but, at the same time, it is dan­ 
gerous for the farmer and dangerous for the nation—its 
business and its permanent wealth— to undertake to force 
higher prices by combination designed to produce un­ 
wholesome conditions not warranted by natural laws anc 
normal laws of trade and commerce. 
Price and value, income and outgo, cost and expense 
ill all right themselves in due time if every one does his 
whole duty and works and produces—the farmers and al 
of us. 
There have been rumors that some such a combina­ 
tion was contemplated, but it has never got well started 
and we hope it will meet with discouragement everywhere. 
Combination in restraint of trade or to control trade 
or to force a fictitious market value are inherently wrong 
and can only result in harm. 
\ \ e hope the rumors will never come to the place where 
facts justifies their repetition and where congressional ac­ 
tion is necessary as Representative Gould now seems to 
think it is.

Railroad Order Abrogated 


The United States Railroad Labor Board, on Thurs­ 
day, made a sweeping order, abrogating all national agree­ 
ments, defining working conditions for employees 
of 
American railroads. 
That action is the most important and far-reaching, 
in its effect, that has occurred since the close of the war. 
The working agreement between the employees and 
employers, the rules an dregulations adopted and put into 
force, as a consequence to the federal control and opera­ 
tion of railroads, while perhaps the best arrangement that 
could have been made during that chaotic period of dis­ 
turbed conditions, has, as a governing code proved un­ 
satisfactory in the extreme. 
Our railroad service, inefficient and blundering, under 
government control, lias not improved under private con­ 
trol. 
Our transportation facilities have proven a costly 
burden on the people and a wholly unsatisfactory means 
of carrying domestic commerce. 
The whole transportation system seemed to persist, 
in spite of all the elaborate machinery erected and main­ 
tained for its repair, in remaining broken down. 
It has 
defied the most earnest endeavors of financers and states­ 
men to revive it under the present plans. 
It was a wise act, we believe, in the national adminis­ 
tration to junk all existing plans and start from the foun­ 
dation again with new plans to better the transportation 
system of the country with the purpose of establishing 
lower rates and increasing the service as well as bringing 
about some sort of. a lasting agreement between employees 
and owners— some plan which takes into account changed 
conditions and to adapt the railroad management to pres­ 
ent needs and requirements rather than seeking to con­ 
tinue plans predicated on abnormal conditions.
